REMAIN UNDEFEATED— 


Hoaxes were the subject of news 
stories appearing in the Abilene 
Reporter-News this past week and 
are worth following up here. One of 
the hoaxes concerns Madalyn 
Murray O’Hair’s supposed attempt 
to ban religious broadcasting in 
this country and the other concerns 
this nation’s tax system. 
Edmund Pinto, Associated Press 
writer, had a story in the Thursday 
evening edition of the Reporter- 
News that pointed out what in- 
federal taxes take bigger and 
bigger bites of your earnings. 
If your salary is just keeping up 
with inflation, your spending power 
actually isn’t keeping pace because 
because federal taxes take bigger 
and bigger bites of your earnings. 
This is the conclusion of a new 
government study which notes that 
income tends to rise to keep up with 
inflation. But the bad news is that 
taxpayers are moved to constantly 
higher tax brackets while, at the 
same time, the inflation erodes the 
real value of tax exemptions, 
credits and standard deductions. 
The report gave this example of 
how inflation distorts income 
taxes. A married couple with two 
children, who file jointly, have an 
income of $10,000 and take the 
standard deduction, had a 1975 
federal tax bill of $709. 
Assuming an annual seven 
percent inflation rate and that the 
couple’s income grew to keep pace, 
the couple’s 1978 income will go up 
22.5 percent to $12,250, but their tax 
will go up 58.7 percent to $1,125. 
In 1980, with income up 40.3 
percent, their tax bill would be 
$1,433, an increase of 102 percent 
from 1975. 
And all the time you keep hearing 
about tax reforms and tax cuts. If 
this is not a cruel hoax being played 
on the American people then we 
are badly mistaken. But the real 
hoax is the fact that Congress can 
not balance the federal budget in 
spite of this tremendous increase in 
taxes. 
The other hoax, while really not 
as serious, is even more strange. 
Have you heard that a famous 
atheist is petitioning the Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
(FCC) to ban religious broad­ 
casting? 
We received an appeal to run a 
petition against this threat last 
week and suspected it to be a hoax 
but before we had a chance to 
check it out with Congressman 
Omar Burleson’s office, the 
Reporter-News had a story on it by 
W. Barry Garrett, chief of the 
Washington Bureau for the Baptist 
Press. 
In his story, Garrett said, “The 
unfounded fear of maybe 20 or 30 
million church people about this 
non-existent possibility is the most 
amazing phenomenon I have 
witnessed in 19 years of news 
reporting from the 
nation’s 
capital.” 
Yes, that many people have 
either written or signed petitions 
asking the FCC not to agree to an 
imaginary petition by Madalyn 
Murray O’Hair that does not even 
exist. Neither is there any other 
petition before the FCC to ban 
religious broadcasting. That is 
what makes this story so amazing, 
he said. 
“If this story were not ridiculous 
and tragic, it would be hilariously 
funny. It is simply a colossal 
hoax,” he wrote. 
The story appearing in the 
Thursday morning edition of the 
Reporter-News goes on to give the 
background of the matter which 
apparently started in 1974 and has 
swelled to gigantic proportions 
almost a year-and-a-half after the 
original petition that had nothing to 
do with either Mrs. O’Hair or 
banning religious broadcasts was 
denied. 
As we said we received a copy of 
the petition being circulated along 
with a request that we run it to gain 
more letters to the FCC. When we 
read in the petition that the

Council Seeks Opinions On Dog, Cot Ordinance 


The Hamlin City Council 
considered a new dog and cat 
ordinance at their regular 
monthly 
meeting 
here 
Monday evening and voted to 
seek more citizen response to 
the question through a 
questionnaire and at a public 
hearing at the February 
meeting of the council. 


Elsewhere in this issue of 
The Herald is an advertis- 
ment by the Council that 
outlines the new ordinance 
and 
provides 
a 
form 
questionnaire to be mailed to 
city hall. 
The new ordinance differs 
from the current or&nance in 
a number of ways. Mainly, 


the differences are: covers 
both cate and dogs, requires 
dogs and cate be confined to 
the owners property or be in 
control of the owner when not 
on the premises, and sets a 
new permit fee schedule. 


The new fee schedule 
propped includes: $3.00 for 
each male dog or spayed 
female, $1.50 for each male 
cat or spayed female, $25.00 
for each unspayed female 
dog, and $15 00 for each 
unspayed female cat. The 
current fee is $230 for all 
dogs. 
As with the current or­ 
dinance, the animals must be 
vaccinated against rabies 


before s license or permit 
may be issued. 
During discussion of the 
proposed ordinance it was 
pointed out that to fully en­ 
force the ordinance the city 
would probably have to hire a 
full time dog catcher at least 
during the initial period, 
furnish a truck and do con­ 
siderable work on an anima1 
shelter. 
Section m of the ordinance 
states that, “ No person 
owning, keeping, harboring, 
or having custody of any dog 
to run at large at any time. At 
Large shall, for the purposes 
of this Ordinance, mean any 
dog, whoa it is off the 
property of its owner or 


keeper, and not accompanied 
by and under the immediate 
control of a competent per­ 
son.” 
The proposed ordinance 
also makes it unlawful for a 
person to fail to exercise 
proper care and control of his 
animal to prevent them from 
becoming a public nuisance, 
which is defined as excessive 
barking, molesting passers­ 
by, etc. 
It requires that when a dog 
or cat bitea a person the 
owner must give immediate 
notice of the fact to the Chief 
of Police, and the dog can be 
ordered to be quarantined for 
two weeks. 
In other action the council 


called 
an 
election 
for 
Saturday, Apr. 2, for the 
election of three members of 
the council. The election will 
be held in conjunction with 
the Hamlin School Trustee 
election. Members of the 
council whose terms will 
expire this year are Buford 
Bighorn, Ernest Williams and 
Pat 
Willoughby. 
Both 
Williams and Willoughby are 
serving out unexpired terms. 


The council 
voted to 
replace the stop signs within 
the city that do not meet 
current state and federal 
standards with ones that do. 
Jerry Farnsworth, chief of 
the Hamlin Volunteer Fired 


Department, 
appeared 
before the council seeking the 
city’s approval fornother 
rural fire truck. The fire 
department has received a 
used truck from Bill Moore, 
Jones County Precinct One 
Commissioner. The council 
accepted tho respons&Uity of 
providing insurance and 
maintenance on the vehicle 
when it ie completed and put 
In service.

Pruning Ice Damaged Trees

or a large part is broken off, a 
professional tree surgeon 
should be consulted, advises 
Clayton. 


Pruning not only trims 
back unwanted growth big 
can generate new growth to a 
tree damaged by ice, says 
Kirby Clayton, county agent 
with the Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service. 
A valuable shade tree can 
be saved and begin new 
growth with little or no 
damage visible if it is 
carefully pruned. A tree that 
has been damaged by ice 
should be pruned at the base 
of the limb that 
was 
damaged. No stubs should 
remain exposed. 
Sometimes the damage 
may be severe enough to 
require that a tree be trim­ 
med back to the main trunk 
or main branch. In this case 
the wound should be painted 
with a dressing that can be 
obtained at any good nursery 
or garden center, notes 
Clayton. 
Orange shellac serves as a 
good temporary tree dressing 
if (me is not readily available. 
A proper wound dressing 
should be applied to the 
damaged tree within six 
weeks, emphasizes Clayton. 
Sucker growth can become 
a problem to the severely 
damaged tree if it is not 
continually pruned and cared 
for. This process may take a 
few years but it will prolong 
the tree’s life. 


Often the bark of a tree 
may be torn from the side of 
the main trunk or branch 
when a limb breaks. This 
bare section should be 
smoothed out with a knife or 
chisel and then coated with 
the tr**e wound dressing, 
points out Clayton. 
in cases when a trunk splits

mission has stated that they must 
receive no less than a million 
letters to keep Christian programs 
on the air,” we suspected that 
something was wrong.

The 
Postal Service could probably use 
the postage but the others just have 
to hire additional help to handle the 
deluge. 
In fact, in Garrett’s story, he 
points out that the FCC has had to 
hire two new employees in the mail 
room just to open and count the 
letters. 
The total number of pieces of 
mail processed by the FCC mail 
room has now reached nearly 4M* 
million. In November, 1976, alone, 
81,000 pieces of mail were received 
in 20 working days. This mail count 
does not include the hundreds of 
thousands of letter that have been 
•received by the individual FFC 
commissions nor the mail that has 
been sent to members of Congress. 
How do these hoaxes get started? 
No one seems to know. This one, 
-“like the recent effort to save pull 
tabs from cans, just seems to grow 
and grow without any one really 
knowing where it starts or how to 
—end it.

In this case no one was being hurt 
~ or disappointed but the real waste 
is all of the effort that has gone into 
this that could have been channeled 
into something that would really be 
“ worthwhile.

This co un cl and ninny before ut haw faetd th* problem of dogs and cats and apparently host never found a 
satisfactory solution to tho problem.

ordinance that wM bu both effective and enforceable. 


But this ordinance w l have a far reaching effect on many af oar cithern and wH ba expensive to emptement. 


The ordinance, among other things encompasses a Leash Law which wN require al dogs to he confined to one's 
awn property or under control of its owner. 
It Is possMo that this now ordinance H fuly enforced amy cost 
the city of Hem In as mach as *20,000 to pat into affoet. 
This woald bichido a dog catcher and vehicle and a

THE BASK POWIS OF THS PROPOSED ORDINANCE INCLUDE THS FOLLOWING: 


No person shall, without first obtaining a permit from the office 
of the City Secretary, own, keep, harbor, or have custody of any dog 
or cat over six months of age. Any such dog or cat found In the City 
without a permit or license Is hereby declared to be a nuisance and 
shall be Impounded as hereinafter provided. 
Upon a showing by any applicant for a permit, that he Is prepared 
to comply with all provisions of this ordinance, and upon furnishing 
a vaccination certificate Issued by a licensed veterinarian stating 
that each such dog or cat has been vaccinated against rablas by 
him, a permit shall be Issued following the payment by the ap­ 
plicant of the applicable fee, as follows: 
(1) For each male dog, or spayed dog—$3.00; 
(2) For each male cat, or spayed cat — $1.50; 
(3) For each unspayed female dog — $25.00; 
(4) For each unspayed female cat — $15.00. 
A permit, if not revoked, shall be valid from the date of Issue until 
the following April I. A renewal permit shall ba obtained each year 
by each owner and a new fee paid. Renawai permits shall be valid 
for one year, from April I to March 31 of each year. 
Upon issuing a permit to keep any dog or cat, the City Secretary 
shall furnish to the owner a tag for each such animal. The owner or 
keeper shall attach such tag securely around the neck of the animal 
and It shall be worn at all times when the animal is oft the premises 
of Its owner. 
The City Secretary may revoke any permit lf the person holding 
the permit refuses or falls to comply with any provision of this 
Ordinance, or any state or local law governing cruelty to animals 
or the keeping of animals. 
All dogs and cats, male or female, over the age of six months, 
kept In the City of Hamlin, are required to be vaccinated against 
rabies by a licensed veterinarian at laastonce aach year. 
No person owning, keeping, harboring, or having custody of any 
dog shall permit such dog to run at large at any time. Any dog found 
in the City running at large Is hereby declared to ba a nuisance and 
shall be Impounded as hereinafter provided. 
At Large shall, for the purposes of this Ordinance, mean any dog, 
when It is off the proparty of Its owner or keeper, mid not ac­ 
companied by and under the immediate control of a competent 
person. 
The Chief of Police, his authorized representative, any City 
Policeman, or the City Dog Catcher may pick up, take and Impound 
any dog found at large. However, lf an animal is found at large and 
its owner can ba Identified and located, such animal need not ba 
impounded, but may, be taken to the owner. In such case, the of­ 
ficer shall notify the City Secretary of the violation of this Or­ 
dinance and may proceed against the owner for violation of this 
Ordinance. 
Any dog or cat impounded shall ba placed In a pan to be provided 


by the City of Hamlin for that purpose and called the "Animal 
Shelter." Impounded animals shall bs kept for not leu than 72 
hours unless reclaimed by their owner. The owner, lf known, shall 
immediately be notified by the City Secretary by telephone or mall. 
The owner or keeper may redeem such animal upon payment of 
$2.00 per day together with the permit fee lf not already paid. 
Dogs or cats not claimed after 72 hours will be advertised for M io 
by the City Secretary for 24 hours by posting notice at th# door of 
the City Hall. The animal will be sold at public auction, lf not one 
shall bld upon ths animal in an amount at laast equal to th# charges 
due on the animal, the dog or cat shall bs bought by the City at once 
and disposed of. 
The owner or keeper of any such Impounded dog or cat may also 
be proceeded against for violation of this ordlnanct. 
It shall be unlawful for any owner or keeper to fall to exercise 
proper care and control of his dog or cat to prevent them from 
becoming a public nuisance. Exceulve barking, making other loud 
or unusual noises, molesting passersby, chasing vshldes, 
habitually attacking other domestic animals or running at large 
shall be deemed a nuisance. 
It shall bs unlawful for any owner or keeper to fall to provide 
animals with sufficient good and wholesome food and water, proper 
shelter and protection from the weather, veterinary cart when 
needed to prevent suffering, and with humane care and treatment. 
Whenever any dog or cat bites a parson, th# owner or keeper of 
such animal shall immediately notify the Chief of Police of such 
occurrence. Such animal shall be quarantined for two weeks lf 
ordered by the Chief of Police or by the Public Health Officer. 
During quarantine the animal shall bs securely confined and kept 
from contact with any other animal. At th# discretion of th# officer, 
the animal may bt quarantined on the premises of the owner, lf th# 
officer requires other confinement, the owner may at his own ex­ 
panse, place the animal In a veterinary hospital or tha animal will 
be confined in the City Animal Shelter, lf confined In the City 
Animal Shelter the owner shall pay $2.00 per day. 
The sections of this Ordinance requiring a permit shall not apply 
to non-residents of the City who are keeping dogs or cats within tha 
City, provided that animals of such owners or keepers shall not ba 
kept in the City longer than 30 days without a permit and must ba 
restrained from running at lar^u. 
The Dog Catcher or any Policeman of this City shall have the 
authority to kill any rabid dog or cat, or any dog or cat which 
manifests e disposition to bite, or any other dangerous dog or cat 
when It Is necessary for tha protection of any parson or property. 
Any person, firm, or corporation violating any provision of this 
Ordinance, shall ba fined not less than $5.00 nor more than $100.00 
and a separata offense shall bs deemed committed on each day 
during or on which a violation occurs or continues.

State Senator Ray Farabee 
joined other Senators and 
Representatives in Austin 
this past week as work began 
in the 65th Session of the 
Texas Legislature. First 
week activities included 
assignment of legislators' 
committee posts and the 
Governor’s State of the State 
address. 
Senator Farabee’s com­ 
mittee appointments in­ 
cluded his reappointment to 
the all-important Senate 
Finance Committee. Farabee 
expressed his pleasure at that 
assignment 
saying 
that 
"membership on the Finance 
Committee affords me the 
opportunity to take an active 
role in seeing that we keep a 
lid on state spending.’’ 
Farabee was also pleased 
that he was reappointed to 
the Natural Resources and 
Jurisprudence Committees. 
Farabee noted that the 
Natural Resources Com­ 
mittee 
would 
monitor 
legislation 
dealing 
with 
agriculture and energy, both 
of which are vital to the 
economy 
of

Senatorial District. Farabee 
is also a member of the 
Natural Resources Sub­ 
committee on Energy.
